Evidence is Furnished by Residents of 


Eneniy Country Showing How the Kaiser Insisted 6n 
Precipitating the World War 


egKaiser Wilhelm’s sorrowful ejacu-|8 man suffering from nervous 


as he sutveyed the scenes of 
destruction near Cambrai recalls his 
frequent saying after the battle of 
the Marne: “I did not will this war.” 
Now he exclaims: “What have I not 
done to pres¢rve the ‘world from 
these horrors!” Students of the kai- 
ser’s psychology will not fail to note 

t he takes up the role of peace- 
loving and melancholy philosopher 
When things are not going well for 
the German arms. A month ago he 
was sounding a jubilant note. He 
stood then at one of “the ‘great mo- 
ments in history,” when the German 
sword was about to hew all his ene- 
mies in ‘Pieces. But these deep moral 
contradictions are of less interest 
than the question of fact which the 
kaiser raises. We know a great deal 
more now than we did in July, 1944, 
about what he did and failed to do 
to prevent the world war. 

On the heels of Prince Lichnow- 
sky’s revelations, there came a state- 
ment by another prominent German 
which threw a lurid light on the kai- 
ser’s professions. This man is Dr. W. 
Muhlon, a director of Krupp’s at the 
outbreak of the war. For reasons 
that will seem obvious after his pub- 
lic assertions, he is now living in 
Switzerland. His disclosures give us 
another first-hand witness to the 
truth that the German government, 
far from seekin> to avert the war, 
welcomed and promoted it, and that 
the kaiser was not over-ridden by the 
military clique, but was _ himself 
eager for the trial of strength. If 
there was to be a war, the Krupps 
were bound to be told of it in ad- 
vance. In the middle of July, 1914, 
Director Muhlon met Helfferich in 


Berlin. The latter told him that the 
Austrians had been consulting the 
kaiser. They were going to send an 


ultimatum to Serbia, the terms of 
which they submitted to the kaiser 
and which he emphatically approved. 
He also assured them that he would 
mobilize if Russia did, and that this 
would mean instant war. Dr. Muhlon 
asked if it would mean a world war, 
and Hefferich replied that he feared 
so, but that possibly the conflict 
might be localized. 

Director Muhlon went back to Es- 
sen and at once told what he had 
heard to Herr Krupp von Bohlen. 
But that officer of the great war plant 
already knew it. He had had it a 
few days before from the kaiser him- 
self in strictest secrecy. This time, 
the kaiser had assured Krupp von 
Bohlen, people would see that he did 
not retreat. The allusion was piob- 
ably to the Morocco affair, when 
Germany threatened to fight but fin- 
ally backed down. Herr Krupp von 
Bohlen, according to Dr. Muhlon, 
was very emphatic upon the ‘kaiser’s 
determination to have a war over 
Serbia. “The kaiser’s repeated in- 
sistence that this time nobody would 
be able to accuse him of indecision 
had been almost comic.” 

So Dr. Muhlon, quoting his_ col- 
league, Krupp von Bohlen. Is he 
telling the truth? The matter was 
brought up in the reichstag. But the 
government spokesman, Vice-Chan- 
cellor von Payer, contented himself 
with stating that “the two highly 

laced gentlemen” adduced by Dr. 

uhlon—mean Helfferich and Krupp 
von Bohlen—had written that he was

There was no denial at all of 
what this nervously depressed mah 
had stated. And shortly afterwards 
a correspondent of the Paris Human- 
ite interviewed Dr. Muhlon+in Swit- 
erland,: Instead of,a nervous’ wreck, 
he fouhd him a man of “balanced 
brain” and “sound judgment” More- 
over, Dr, Muhlon gave to the*corres- 
pondént a copy of a letter which he 
had sent to the German chancellor, 
Bethman::-Hollweg, on May 7, 1917. 
In it he spoke of the “grievous sins” 
committed by Germany in the war, 
and wro‘e as follows regarding her 
rulers: 

“Since the first days of 1917 I have 
abandoned all hope as regards the 
present leaders of Germany. The of- 
fer of peace with no indication of 
our war aims, the unrestricted subma- 
rine war, the deportations from Bel- 
gium, the system.tic destruction in 
France, the torpedoing of English 
hospital ships, have so -discredited 
the impcrial government that I am 
convinced that they are forever dis- 
qualified from elaborating and con- 
cluding a just and sincere entente. 
They may modify themselves. per- 
sonally, but they cannot remain the 
representatives of the German cause.” 

This testimony from within is, of 
course, exceptional. Standing by it- 
self, it could not be accepted as con- 
clusive proof. But it falls in with 
a thousand other things which have 
been coming to light. It is confirmed 
by the unquestioned evidence of 
Prince Lichnowsky. It goes well with 
the statement of the foreign minis- 
ter, von Jagow, that he did not at the 
time know of the ultimatum to Ser- 
bia. Apparently, it was carefully 
kept from him so that Germarry 
could say that she was officially un- 
aware of it. But the kaiser knew of 
it; and von Jagow found, when he 
was finally called in, that “the kaiser 
had so committed himself that it was 
too late, and there was nothing more 
to be done.” : 

Nobody can anticipate the full and 
final verdict of history on the trans- 
actions which brought on the war. 
But we have already seen disappear 
even in Germany the pretence that 
she was the intended victim of an ag- 
gressive attack. With it is vanishing 
the legend that the kaiser honestly 
sought to prevent the war, That 
other German secret, now detected, 
that France was to be called upon to 
surrender Toul and Verdun—a de- 


mand_ which could have been made|¢ 


only in accordance with a plan long 
previously decided upon—dfgues a 
distict purpose to bring on a war 
at all hazards. And/with these facts 
now common knowledge, the kaiser’s 
posing as a disappointed pacifist will 
simply make the world wonder if he 
believes that crime can be expiated 
by hyprocrisy—From the New York 
Evening Post,

Permits to hold tag days for war char’= 
ties must first be obtained from the Otte- 
wa authorities, according to the provis- 
ions of the new Dominion act. This is 
expected to have considerable influence 
with the e:ty council who will shortly 
vonsider a by-law dealing with the con- 
trol of tag days, bazaars, and other col- 
lections of a like nature in Edmonton, 

The dominion act is particularly ap- 
plicable to the different war charity so 
cieties, and provides that permission 
must first be secured from Ottawa for 
taking collections. 

What the council have to avoid is con- 
flicting with the dominion regulation, as 
any by-law would be superceded by a 
federal act dealing with the same point.

When the great offensive opened 
on the Somme the British had big 
advance castialty stations at. such 
places as. Noyon, Cugny, Ham, Gre- 
villers and Achict-le-Grand. All these 
almost immediately came under pres- 
sure as the Germans swarmed swilt- 
ly forward and their evacuation was 
carried out during the first and scc- 
ond days. 7 

With the beginning of the drive 
shells and bombs began to rain about 
the stations with their, crowded 
b wards, but‘the doctors and nurses 

stuck to the last moment, although 
numbers of them were: killed or 
wounded. At one place several ord- 
erlies were killed and. the lighting 
system of the operating room was 
wrecked the first day. 
In almost every case the Germans 
were pressing close to the vicinity

ies rushed up and began firing at the 
advancing enemy. , .

All 
tents and light equiprifent’as far as 
possible was carried back: Such light 
articles as could not be got into the 
lorries were thrown: helter-skelter on 
trains moving westward and lett to

These things are beginning to turn 
up in all ‘sorts of places, Paris having 
collected2& #arge number of bundles 
which came;from many points along 
the line; 

Iron beds and other heavy things 
had to be abandoned and’in some in- 
stances, considerable stores of medi- 
cines, but most of these were des- 
troyed and u« torch~applied to the 
» huts. The precious surgical instru- 
ments’ were taken in charge by the 
‘surgeons themselves, who in many 
cases- piled them on wheeled stretch- 
ers and started back along the con- 
gested highways, 

One doctor pushed his little vehi- 
cle forty miles and others covered 
distances up to twenty-cight miles. 
Reports show’ the amazing, fact that 
every one of the thousands of  pa- 
tients in these many stationg fot 
safely out>and that, nore suffered 
from their hard jeurney. Operations 
had to be postponed often, but. here 
again fortune.was with»the British 
and no ill-effects '_ ve yet been seen 
from these’ deldys. 

Crippled goldiers who had to hob- 
ble afoot.are none the worse fof 
their trip, and, in- fa¢t, doctors who 
examined them after the tramp pro- 
nounced them a particularly good lot 
of patients, 

Seventy wounded men had a_ nar- 
row escape at Roye, The ‘station 
here was one of the second line of 
hospitals. As the Germans swept up, 
all the patients, with the exception 
of these weregot out, but there were 
no vehicles available to move the last 
seventy.

Should Grow Peas 


‘ Splendid Summer Pasture for Young | : 


Pigs and Easy to Grow 


The high price at which peas haye 
sold on the market for the last two 
years has given a decided impetus to 
heir production, Canadian produc- 
tion in 1917° excceded the. previous 
year by nearly a million’ bushels. 
Chis is as it should be. The produc- 
tion of peas is lower than that of any 
of the cereals, Insect pests, diseases 
and the low price decreased the pro- 
duction of this important legume 
Previous to the war, but since then, 
due to the rapidly rising price of the 
last three years, ¢ acreage has 
been greatly increased, especially. in 
the provinces of Québec, Saskatcue- 
wan and Alberta. When we consid- 
er the numerous ways in which one 
can utilize this crop ecithér in the 
seed or on the vine it is surprising 
that pea growing has not received an 
even greater impetus than it did last 
season. 

Split peas and whole peas, especi- 
ally in Canada, occupy a prominent 
place in human diet in that delect- 
able food, pea soup. Pea meal is a 
very proteinaceous food,’ excellent 
for use in a_ balanced’. ration for 
stock-feeding purposes, furnishing as 
it does a low priced concentrate. 
Considering the high price of con- 
centrates, the farmer who has a crop 
of peas, that he can convert into pea 
meal, is doing much to free himself 
from danger of exploitation at the 
hands of feed dealers. Unthreshed 
peas are of great value for sheep 
feeding purposes, being an ideal win- 
ter roughage for breeding ewes, 
while they are likewise an excellent 
feed for young cattle. They can also 
be successfully grown with oats and 
ensiled, furnishing where corn can- 
not be grown one of the most valu- 
able silage foods, or again the same 
mixture can be cured as hay and fed 
with profit throughout the winter. 
As a summer pasturage for hogs, 
they return profitable gains, an acre 
of peas forming a most valuable ad 
junct to the summer ration coming 
in at a time when the young shoats 
are able to make the use of this kind 
of feed. re 


The successful culture of peas is 


largely a matter of climate. Being 
a legume instead of'a cereal, they 
are classed among. those crops 
known as_ soil improyers.. While

Peas cannot be sown as warly as 
wheat orsoais, owing to the ‘ender- 
ness of #he young vines, which a late 
spring frost is apt to damage _ seri- 
ously, ®also the cold and dim) tess 
of the seed hed may cause a rotting 
of the seed. It is impossible to. give 
an exact date when it is desirable to 
start pea. sccding, but this is a gen- 
eral rule’ that may be followed: If 
you have sown your wheat on the 
earlicst date possible, the seeding of 
peas may be commenced from 10 to 
14. days afterwards. This rule might 
be modified in certain localities, de- 
pending entirely on the local. weather 
conditions. 

We. would recommend farmers 
who are in extreme northern dis- 
tricts,’and who are desirous of try- 
ing out peas, to start in a small way. 


As peas are subject to severe in- 
jury: from frost both in the late 
spring and early autumn, it would 


be poor advice to recommend any
